Novelist Presents His Own 
Case to the Court. 


LEAVES IT TO HISTORY. 


His Words Are Greeted with 
Hisses and Groans. 


SWEARS DREYFUS INNOCENT.

Paris, Feb. 21.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. R. 
Hearst.]—Mme. Zola, looking very u was in 
her place in court early. She said to me: 
“Tam so ill that I ought to be in bed, but 
I must be here for my husband, and I will 
come till the end even if I have to be brought 
here on a litter.“ She added that that morn- 
ing her husband had received a long message 
from a large number of Viennese manu- 
facturers stating that if he was convicted 
they would mark their indignation towards 
the French government by abstaining from 
participating in the next exhibition. Mme. 
Zola said later in answer to a question 
what her husband meant to do after the 
trial, said: 

Whether he is convicted or acquitted ho’ 
will go on until Dreyfus’ innocence is 
proved. He has staked his life upon Drey- 
fus’ innocence. If necessary, as he himself 
has told me, he will write further letters in- 
finitely more vigorous and outspoken than 
Jaceuse.”’ 

Van Cassel spoke for about two hours, 
reading his speech from a pile of papers 


heaped up on a table. He made few gestures 


and never warmed to his work. It was evi- 
dent his heart was not in it. He made fre- 
quent use of a large pocket handkerchief 
and always in the midst of the most telling 
points in his charge. The jury never looked 
up at him. He seemad to be addressing the 
parterre of their bald heads. At first Zola 
watched him, playitig nervously with his 
stick and chewing something. But as soon 
as he saw that Van Cassel meant no mis- 
chief he turned sideways and seemed to 


dose. The défending counsel appeared to 
pay little attention. 
Esterhazy Properly Tried. 


Van Cassel pointed out t Esterhazy 
had been properly tried; that great offense 
had been paid to the Generals; and that sup- 
posing a revision of Dreyfus trial were ever 
obtained the trial would again be held in 
secret, because that was the law of the 
country. He laughed at the gang of in- 
ternational experts recruited by Bernard 
Lazare, whom he described as the con- 
tractor to the fevision.” 

Here Zola became very fidgety and kept 
tapping the back of one hand with the 
fingers of the other. Van Cassel spoke of 
the Dreyfus family as a rich and powerful 
family, determined to spend every farthing 
they possessed to free the traitor. He then 
gave a long description of various efforts 
made to bring about this revision with 
crushing rebuffs in every case, He denied 
that thé triumph of the army in this case 


would mean danger to de- 
clared that not a single French officer bar~.) heiress, 


bored feelings of disloyalty to the republite. 


He referred to Boulanger as “a disloyal 


Republican, who could only get out of his 
position by suicide, and denied that any 
animus had dictated prosecution of Dreyfus. 
It was with death in his heart that the Min- 
ister of War ordered his prosecution.” Ester- 
hazy being poor, broken in health, and with 
no good reputation, had been very carefully 
chosen for substitution for Dreyfus, and he 
spoke in scathing language of the way in 
which Esterhazy had been treated, espe- 
cially by the counsel for the defense, who, he 
said, kept turning the knife round in his 
wounds here in front of us until not a man 
in court but felt a longing to spring up and 
éry out, Enough.’ ”’ 


Defends His Military Record. 

He then read out a full account of Ester- 
hazy’s excellent military services, contin- 
ued by denouncing Picquart as a liar, and 
said he had been proved to be that by the 
evidence of his inferiors, his equals, his su- 
periors. He added: 

“That, then, is all that was offered to 
you by way of evidence with a stage setting 
which was contrary to the law which the 
famous novelist tells ws that he does not 
wish to know. It is Zola who has forced 
upon you these twelve sittings, which have 


“filled the countr$ with indignation. It is 


true that a German publisher has received 
authority from him to publish a transla- 
tion of his letter to the young.“ Here Van 
Cassel held up the German pamphlet. 

“As for me, I have one thing only to 
say, and that is my esteem for a man’s 
talent is in proportion to the good it pro- 
duces and icertainly not in proportion to 


the ruin which it may be its sad faculty to 


heap up.“ 

Here great applause broke out. Van Cas- 
sel, turning angrily on the public with up- 
lifted hands, ordered silence. “I wish for 
no applause. I have here neither friends 
nor enemies. I wish to do my duty without 
fear or favor and my remarks are for the 
jury alone.“ 

Whilst he was ridiculing Zola's arraign-. 
ments for the trial Zola was in some agita- 
tion. He at first contented himself with 
wagging his head, holding the silver knob 
of his cane to his mouth. Suddenly he 


turned round upon Laborie, waving his stick 


and gesticulating. Laborie bent forward: 
I must answer at once.“ 

Laborie quieted him and at the end of Van 
Cassel’s very temperate speech he applied 
to the President for permission to Zola to 
address the court. This was granted for 
after ajdournment. During adjournment I 
interviewed one of the editors of Libre 
Parole. He said: 

“Tf Zola really means to write more let- 
ters of the style I accuse he had better get 
out of France first. The people’s patience 
is quite exhausted and he would run risk 
of being lynched. As to the verdict, it is im- 
possible to foretell it. The jury always act 
from sentiment and they may say he was 
wrong to write such a letter, but that they 
don’t want to send a man like Zola to prison. 
If the votes are equally divided that would 
mean an acquittal, so that if six jurymen 
sympathize with him as a writer he will 
get off. It would, however, be best for 
everybody, including Zola, that he should 
be convicted.” 

Zola Addresses the Court. 

The scene that ensued was a memorable 
one, full of poignant tragedy. Advancing 
to the witness bar, with sheets of foolscap 
in his hand, and turning full towards the 
jury, not one of whom ever looked in his 
face, Zola began to read a speech which, 
for conviction, pathos, and beauty could not 
be matched. The foolscap sheets shook in 
his hands, and his voice now and then 
broke down. At one particularly emphatic

Thomas Layden Arrested on Mrs. 
A. Gerlock’s Story. 


WILL BE HELD FOR INQUEST: 


Martin Hart, 146 Chicago avenue, died 
under mysterious circumstances on Sunda 
evening, and the Coroner’s physician y 
terday found that poison had ended the 
age@ recluse’s life. Statements made to 
the police by the acquaintances of the dead 
man surround the case with considerable 
mystery, and Thomas Layden, 246 Orleans 
street, who, it was believed, would be able 
to throw light upon the death of Hart, was 
placed under arrest last night, and held 
awaiting an inquest. 

Before died, it is said, Layden was at 
his bedeside, and he informed Mrs. A. Ger- 
lock, 136 leago avenue, that Hart had 
made a In response to Mrs. Gerlock's 


1 query, as to who was the legatee, she says 


Layden replied: 

He left his property to me.“ 

Layden then remained with Hart, Mrs. 
Gerlock says, until the old man died. After 
trunk, in which Hart kept his belongings, 
and departed with it. ; 

Hart was a well-known character on the 
North Side. For a number of years he 
stood with his express wagon at Clark and 
Superior streets. He was 65 years old, and 
had lived in America fifty years. 


Confined to His Bed. 


Two weeks ago Hart was confined to his 
with an allment which he attributed ‘o 
the weather. He gradually became worse, 
and it was necessary for an attendant to re- 
main with him. Layden assumed this office, 
Mrs. Geglock says, and remained with Hart 
almost constantly. 
Dr. B. D. Smith, 805 Division street, who 
attended Hart, issued a certificate fixing 
the cause of death as enteritis. In his cer- 
tificate he added: 
There should be a Coroner’s inquest.” 
When the certificate bearing this message 
reached the Health department a burial per- 
mit was refused, and the case was reported 
to the Coroner. Deputy Coroner Mandel- 
baum sent Dr. Noel to John Smith's under- 
taking rooms, 141 Chicago avenue, to which 
place the body had been removed at the 
instance of Layden. Dr. Noel held a post- 
mortem examination, and found irritant poi- 
son in considerable quantities in the stom- 
ach. The physician believes the drug to be 
arsenic. He removed the stomach, and took 
it to Rush Medical College for examination 
by a chemist. —

Duty of All Harvard Men. 


President Smith, in his remarks at the 
opening, referred to the duty of all Har- 
vard men and all college men to be 
citizens, and asked them to pay especial 
attention to the revenue bill now pending 
in the General Assembly. He then intro- 
duced Professor Kittredge. The professor 
referred to the good work of the graduate 
students from Chicago, and said it was the 
especial function of the alumni to encour- 
age this post-graduate branch of the work 
in the university. It was improper to say 
it was or was not because of its likeness to

An American university 
supported its professors, not as part of the 
State or the church, but as gentlemen and 
as men.

Instantly 
the man, Novnatna, struck him a vicious 
blow in the face with his fist and knocked 
Mm to his knees. All at once a revolver 
shot rang out from the rushing mob—then 
another—then a rattling volley from the 

, which lasted a few seconds, less than 
f a minute, and ceased when the mob 
gave way. The order to fire was given— 
by whom we do not know—but it was none 
too soon, for the head of the charging col- 
umn had rushed within fifteen feet of the 
deputies’ line before the attack was re- 
pulsed. That, gentlemen, is the story of 
Lattimer as you will hear it from the depu- 
ties. We expect a verdict of acquittal.”

OHIO COAL COMBINE A FACT. 


Trust Fight Compels the Filing of the 
Articles of Incorporation in An- 
other State. 


Cleveland, O., Feb 21.—[Special.]—The 
Senate trust investigation, which did a lively 
business several weeks ago, succeeded in 
driving the Ohio Coal and Coke company 
outside of the State to perfect its organiza- 
tion. Everything but the formal adoption 


of the articles of agreement was effected at 


a meeting in this city and New York a short 
time prior to the visit of the Trust Investi- 
gating committee to this city. 

The organization was completed in Detroit 
today. It includes all the leading coal op- 
erators and coal carrying roads in the State, 
with a general manager who will apportion 
the output and delivery and will effectually 
prevent cutting of prices and freight 
charges. 

Promoters of the scheme say the object of 
the organization is simply to regulate prices 
of coal and freight rates and hooped that it is 
in any sense a trust.

ATTORNEY is SUED FOR DIVORCE 


Marguerite E. Weigle Claims She Was 
_ Married to Edward Maher in 
September, 1894. 0 


Attorney Edward Maher of the firm of 
Maher & Gilbert, 836 Stock Exchange Build- 
ing, and residing at 450 West BSixty-ffth, 
street, has been sued for divorce in the Su- 
perior Court by Marguerite E. Weigle, who 
was arrested a month ago and locked up at 
the Harrison Street Police Station for an- 
noying Mr. Maher and his law partner on 
the street, on complaint of the latter.

I did it simply to oblige 
Details of Telephone Measures. 

The ordinance is for u fifty-year fran- 
chise covering all the streets and alleys of 
the city. It provides in the territory bound- 
ea by Chicago avenue, Ashland avenue, 
Twelfth street, and the lake that the wires 
shall be buried; in all other territory they 
may be on poles. 

The rates for a single telephone shall not 
be moré than $75 for the first year and 
$70 for the second, with a minimum rate of 


The company must have 5,000 in- 
struments in operation by Jan. 1, 1902, and 
pay the city 8 per cent of its gross receipts 
as compensation for its franchise. 

The application of S. J. Heafield was put 
in by Alderman Kimbell. It is for permis- 
mon to establish fifty long distance tele- 
phone stations in Chicago to connect with 
wires already existing in Illinois and other 
Northwestern States. It offers to pay the 
city 5 per cent of all the business originat- 
ing in Chicago. Alderman Kimbell ex- 
plained afterwards that Mr. Heafield lives 
in Menominee, Mich., and is in control of 
the long distance telephone lines in that 
State. He wishes to obtain an entrance into 
Chicago for his lines, but has no desire to | 
establish a telephone system here.

"The petition of the Chicago City railway 
bompany was for trolley lines in a large 
number of streets in its territory, which it 
designs as feeders for existing lines.

On New Building Ordinance. 

Alderman Kimbell handed in the report of 
the committee appointed to draw up a new 
building ordinance. It is drawn on the line 
of providing for a better and more substan- 
tial construction of all buildings and requir- 
ing more care on the part of architect and 
contractors, There is no change in the clause 
limiting the height of buildings, and the 
only really new provision is one requiring 
fire escapes on all structures over four 
stories in height. Some of the Aldermen 
think they detect a taint of the Nohe legis- 
lative bill in this, and will be ready to strike 
out this section when the ordinance comes 
up for approval. 

On mation of Alderman Fitch the Coun- 
cil unanimously passed an ordinance ele- 
vating the Milwaukee and St. Paul tracks in 
lieu of the one recently passed and which 
the company rejected. Its objection to this 
one was that it forced it to remove the via- 
duct at Cerftral Park boulevard by beginning 
the elevation at this point. The new ordi- 
nance provides for beginning work at Ked- 
zie avenue, two blocks west, and leaves the 
viaduct as it is.

Put Through Under Gavel. 


A lot of other Aldermen had amendments, 
and it looked as if the matter would take all 
night, when Mayor Harrison put the ordi- 
nance through under the gavel with the pro- 
viso that all further amendments could be 
discussed next Monday.

WORK OF COUNCIL COMMITTE 


The ordinance placing Thirty-third street 
in control of the South Park Commissioners 
was recommended to the Council for passage 
yesterday by the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South. It turns over to the South 
Park board for boulevard purposes Thirty- 
third street from South Park avenue to 
Michigan avenue, and South Park avenue 
from Thirty-third to Thirty-fifth street. By 
its terms the Park board surrenders to the 
city Thirty-fifth street, between Michigan 
avenue and Grand boulevard. The ordi- 
nance will come up in the Council next 
Monday evening on special order. 

An amended track elevation ordinance was 
recommended for passage by the special 
committee on track elevation. It provides 
for the elevation of the Mayfair cutoff of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad and is 
acceptable to the railroad company. 

The Chicago and Alton sent a letter to 
Engineer O'Neill of the Track Elevation 
committee, saying it would refuse to accept 
the ordinance elevating its tracks recently 
passed by the City Council. The part to 
which it takes exception is that compelling 
it to elevate between Stewart avenue and 
Halsted street, as it wishes to begin work 
at Halsted. 

Controller Waller has requested the Law 
department to draft an ordinance creating 
the position of Deputy City Controller. The 
new position, it is said, is desired for Ed- 
ward Halsey, the Controller's private secre- 
tary. The position of secretary to the Con- 
trohher was recently held to be under civil 
service rules. An examination of applicants 
for the place was recently held by the Civil 
Service commission, but Secretary Halsey 
did not compete. The new ordinance will

KIPLEY CHANGES HIS MIND. 


His Announced Determination to Pun- 
ish Detective Dodd Does Not 
Materialize 


Chief Kipley has changed his mind rela- 
tive to punishing Detective Dodd for his un- 
‘warranted arrest of Mead Nicholson a week 
ago. When it first. became known that the 
detective had made an error in arresting 
young Nicholson, whom he charged with 
plotting to rob the residence of Mrs. Hoxie, 
4440 Michigan avenue, and also with being 
the would-be murderer of a wealthy St. 
Louis banker, the Chief expressed indigna- 
tion, and’ was pronounced in his determina- 
tion to bring the offending officer before the 
Trial board. As the days went by and De- 
tective Dodd came forward with a new 
charge against young Nicholson, each of 
which was dismissed for lack of evidence, 
the friends of the Nicholson family, one of 
the best families in Texas, began to come 
forward, and among these was Mayor Pad- 
dock of Fort Worth. 

The Chief ordered that all charges against 
young Nicholson be dropped, and the boy 
“was released and left for his Texas home 

Saturday. Before leaving the city, however, 
Nicholson had the assurance that Dodd 
would be punished for his error, as was also 
Mayor Paddock. The threatened action for 
false arrest against the city was dropped on 
this understanding. 

“What are you going to do about Dodd's 
case?“ was asked Chief Kipley yesterday. 

“ Why, really, I forget all about the case,“ 
was the reply. . 

“You are aware that Justice Martin, be- 
fore whom Dodd arraigned Nicholson, has 
said that he would not believe Dodd under 
oath, and that he was unfit to be on the po- 
lice force,“ was suggested.

“Will you take any steps towards finding 
out whether or not Justice Martin did say it, 
and if he did, would you still retain Dodd?”

“Really, that is a question I am not 
prepared to answer,“ said Chief Kipley.

LIKE THE QUICK BRIDGES. 


The Congressional Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors saw the Chicago River yester- 
day in a snow storm. For four hours the 
visitors and their escorts. shivered and 
looked. The Yosemite made the run over 
both branches of the river in that time, and 
then started lakeward. The guests had seen 
enough and asked to be brought back. Be- 
fore the trip on the Yosemite, a carriage ride 
had been taken through the Washington 
and La Salle street tunnels. Last night the 
visiting Congressmen were entertained at 
the Athletic association by ex-Congressman 
A. C. Durborow, and afterwards went to the 
Columbia Theater. 

The conversation on the trip revealed that 
all the members of the committee are en- 
thasiastic deep water advocates, and are 
firm believers in the extension of govern- 
ment aid to all projects which tend to reduce 
transportation charges. It developed that 
they came to Chicago fully convinced that 
something ought to be done for the commerce 
of this city, as the great transshipping point 
between the Western railroads and the lakes.

Surprised at Chicago Astonishment. 

During most of the trip Chairman Hooker 
and other members of the committee were 
stationed in the front of the pilot house, 
carefully examining the general conditions 
of the river. Major Marshall was frequently 
called upon by the Congressmen for informa- 
tion, and, nothwithstanding the cold, the 
members of the committee gained a fair idea 
of the business and obstacles in the river. 
What surprised them most was the astonish- 
ment many Chicago people on the fireboat 
expressed over the magnitude of water com- 
merce which the trip disclosed. It was ex- 
plained to them that few Chicago people ever 
made trips on the river and knew little about 
its general conditions. 

Members of the committee seemed as- 
tounded at the proposition to close the river 
by fixed bridges. So much impressed were 
the visitors with the magnitude and import- 
ance to the city of the commerce on the river 
that the West and North Siders received lit- 
tle attention and did not pursue the subject. 


Committee’s Plans for Today. 


Today the inspection of the Congressional 
committee will take in the Calumet River. 
Two special Pullmans will leave the Rock 
Island Depot at 9:30 o’clock and on arriving 
at South Chicago a trip over the Calumet 
will be made aboardatug. Then there will 
be a- luncheon prior to the return to the city 
for the anniversary exercises at the Audi 
torium and the Union league.

CURIOS FROM THE NORTH. 


FIELD. COLUMBIAN MUSEUM 
CEIVES 15,000 ESKIMO SPECIMENS. 


With What the Chicago Institution Al- 
ready Has from the Alaskan Natives | 
These Will Make 30,000 Pieces, Said 

to Be the Largest Collection in 

Woeorld—Procured by Captain 

Minor W. Bruce—Domestic Articles

and utensils, numbering in all over 15,000 
pleces. The museum already boasts of one 
of the most comprehensive Eskimo collec- 
tions in the country, but with the addition 
of the hew consignment the Chicago inst 
tution will own by far the largest and mos 
complete assemblage of arctic curios and 
implements in the world, representing in all

Captain

all seen Eskimo weapons and fishing imple- 
ments, but it is not until now that we have 
ever had an opportunity to closely study the 
domestic utensils and instruments of the 
strange race. The Eskimosare undoubtedly 
the most frugal and inventive people on the 
face of the earth. They have no wood of: 
their own, but rely entirely upon such drit- 
wood as they can pick up on the shores. 
From the stingy manner in which wood is 
used in all their articles it can readily be 
seen that they price it above all cther 
things. The finest wood, such as oak and 
cedar, you can see, is given the place of 
honor in all the household articles, and many 
ot the most wonderful pieces of carving in the 
collection are done in wood. The knives and 
cooking utensils, the furniture, and the mu- 
sical instruments all go a great way to throw 
a new light on the domestic life of the Alas- 
kan Eskimo. There is no doubt that the 
museum Will take the entire collection, and if 
it does we will have the most complete 


as most of the articles are of dom e use. 
The weapons and common tools and fishing 
implements most familiar in the majority 
of Eskimo collections have but little room 
among the new arrivals. Lamps, stools, 
odd-looking cooking knives, dolls, household 
gods, brooms, and, in fact, all manner of 
household’ utensils and tools form the most 
important part of the new collection. The 
cooking utensils and tableware, the musical 
instruments, and the toys are particularly 
interesting and quaint. The furniture and 
tools, the weaving needles and food gi inders 
are also something new to collections of the 


One of the most noticeable features or the 
collection is the large number of oddly but 
wonderfully carved pleces of iyory. 
knife handles and toys are especially won- 
derfully carved. But little wood is found in

DEATHS DUE 10 GRIP 


Week’s Mortality Bill Shows 
Increase of Eighty-four, 


INTEN IFIES OTHER ILLS. 
Weather, Exposure, and Lack of 
Care as Fatal Agents. 


“ATTENTION TO COLDS URGED. 


Deaths in Chicago last week were eighty- 
four in excess of the number for the preced- 
ing week and ninety-two more than during 
the corresponding week of, 1897, an average 
of 19.6 per cent increase. The apprehensions 
of the Health department concerning influ- 
enza, or the grip, are being sadly realized. 
In the thirty-two deaths between Jan. 19, 
the date of the first reported death, up to 5 
o’clock p. m. of Feb. 10, last Saturday, there 
were sixty-two deaths recorded from this 
cause. Of this number forty-one were re- 
ported during the first nineteen days of Feb- 
ruary and thirty-five in the last two weeks. 
The disease is undoubtedly epidemic in the 
city, and, while the number of deaths at- 
tributed directly to this cause is not in itself 
alarming, its fatal complications are seen in 
the increased number of deaths from bron- 
chitis, consumption, and pneumonia, 
| amounting to 48.7 per cent, and from heart 
disease, increased 85.7 per cent. The in- 
clement ter of the weather, the reck- 
less exposure of thousands to the rain, sleet, 
and snow without adequate protection, or 
even ordinary care, and the neglect of first 
symptoms will, it is feared, be reflected in 


the forthcoming bills of mortality. 


How to Keep Health. 

Sanitary administration cannot control the 
weather nor compel people to exercise com- 
mon sense in their habits; but Health Com- 
missioner Reynclds again urges attention 
to the danger of allowing a cold to run 
its course at this season of the year and in 
the presence of the influenza infection. An 
individual in average good health who will 
keep the feet dry and warm, be temperate 
‘and regular in eating and drinking, and not 
overwork or otherwise make unusual de- 
mands on vitality, may defy the influenza 
bacillus. If from any cause vitality is jm- 
paired and the resisting power of the sys- 
tem is enfeebled so that symptoms of the 
disease appear, get to bed at once and secure 
proper medical treatment. 

Aside from the deaths from the diseases 
complicated with or aggravated by the pre- 
valling epidemic, and the remarkable in- 
crease in the number of deaths from cancer, 
the general death rate—that is, deaths from 
all other causes—was lower than usual last 
week. As compared with the previous week 
the diseases above specified caused an excess 
ef seventy-eight deaths, as follows: Pneu- 
monia, 27; heart disease, 18; cancer, 14; con- 
sumption, 16; and bronchitis, 9. Total ex- 
cess was eighty-four, or only six more than
